The greatness of Abraham Lincoln was not guessed until after 


his election to tho Presidency; It was not icallxod, even by tho mem- 
bers ot his Cabinet, until tho Emnuclpntlon Proclamation was 
assured, 
- 


1 first saw Mr. Lincoln. In February, 1801, whoii, on his way to 


Washington to assume tho ofllco ot President, he remained in Phila- 
delphia overnight and, at suurlse on tho 22nd of February, ho spoko 
In independence Hall and delivered tho formal 
address which Is 


familiar to everyone! After tho ceremony ho appeared on a platform, 
croctod whore the statue of Washington now stands, and unturlcd a 
flag from the staff above the Hall. He turned to the vast crowd that 
filled Chestnut street from Sixth to Fifth streets and beyond. A mes- 
senger boy, at the moment, made his way to Mr. Lincoln's side and 
bunded Itlnx a telegram which ho opened, glanced through, and qulotly 
thrust Into his trousers pocket, while he proceeded 
with tho Im- 


promptu speech which the throng expected of him apropos of the flog 
raising. 
' 


No one except Mr. Lincoln knew tho'lmport of that telegram. It 


was the now historic Plnkorton despatch advising him that con- ' 
splr.itorn Intended to niurdar him ns ho passed through Baltimore 
from llarrishurg. 
' ! 


The speech Mr. Lincoln then made has never, to my knowledge, 


been printed, blstory recording the formal address that preceded it 
Inside Independence Hall and Ignoring tha Impromptu utterance be- 
cause no exact report ot those few sentences was preserved. Yet it • 
•was In that unprepared speech, aud no doubt bocauao of .the despatch 
his left hand clutched whore It lay In his pocket, that ho spoko these 
ImpresDivo words, tha foundations of bin public conduct: 


"I would rather bo assassinated hero nnd now, upon thia most 


naeretl spot In all America, than ever abate one Jot of what I may con- 
colvo to be my public duty." 


All who heard those words had tho key to President IJncoln's 


character nnd^to his courso throughout hla conduct of tho affairs of 
the nation. 


In choosing his Cabinet ho had not the slightest 
rolnctanco to 


name" men whom many people'believed to be greater than he. Their 
selection was part of what ho conceived to be his public duty. But ho, 
never forgot that tho responsibility of tho government was his. Thcro 
were numbers of citizens who, at tho time, believed that tho Cabinet 
should and would dominate the President: members ot the Cabinet 
themselves shared the belief. The view prevailed, wilhln and without 
Cabinet circles, for a period of about \wo years. 
Then statesmen, 


journalists nnd the public awakened to the 
fact 
that 
Abraham 


Llncolnjilono directed the nation's destiny. 


tt was In connection with the Emancipation Proclamation and at 


the time of military defeat for the Podoral arms that the President's 
control was asserted and recognized. Nothing, hitherto, has beon dis- 
closed a» to tho manner In which Mr, Lincoln made his Cabinet real- 
ise that ho did not shirk the ^responsblllty of government.. The story 
was told me by Edwin SI. Stanton. tho great Secretary of "War. 


Prior to tho announcement of the preliminary proclamation of 


emancipation, the President summoned tho members of his Cabinet 
to the \\hlte House. V/hen Mr. Stanton entered tho room tho Presi- 
dent, utth'hls feet on the mantelpiece and his head 
resting on the 


back of his chair, was reading to Mr. Soward, tho Secretary of State, 
who stood baslde him, extracts from a humorous sketch by Orpheus 


• C. Korr. 


"The President," said Mr. Stanton, 
In describing tho scono, 


"greeted nie with a nod and wont on reading. 
Other members of tho 


Cabinet came In, one by one, until all wore assembled, the President 
still reading aloud from the Kerr article. He went on with his road- 
Ing for a full ten minutes, until I became Impatient and said: 


'"Mr. President, if you have nothing Important to say to your 


Cabinet, I ask to bo excused, that I may go back to my work at the 
W.ar Ofltce.' 


"The President lowered his heels from the mantel, put aslda tho 


book.and said: 


"'Sownrd, Stnnton never has any tlmo 
for

Gentlemen, 


please lake your Heats.' 


"The President then read the preliminary emancipation procla- 


mation. I rose lo comment. So did Soward. Out the President rose,
